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Again  the  Ministry  of  Health  lias  found  it  expedient  to 
retain  the  form  of  annual  Report  as  submitted  from  tho  bqginning  of  the 
v/fir  and  this  being1  so  an  interim  survey  of  tho  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  your  area  is  given  heroin. 

Tho  incidonco  of  infectious  disease  has  boon  very  low, 
r opr . '■  s on ting  an  almost  complete  absence  of  this  -.Then  tho  twelve  months 
is  considered.  Diphtheria ,  only  deserves  common o.  Hiis  disO'.s^ 
accounted  for  two  oases  after  a  year  of  complete  absence  and,  of  ‘those 
cases,  one  occurred  in  an  infant  under  one  year  and  tho  othor  in  a  female 

adult. 

Vital  statistics  shown  that  the  Infant  Birth  Rate  was  the  same 
as  that  of  the  country  with  a  high  percent,  go  of  illegitimate  births  while 
•the  Death  Rato  for  infants  under  One  Ye;  .r  was  a  Little  higher  than  that 
generally  pr mailing.  The  Goner:!  Doc.th  Rate  comp  .rod  f  avourably  with 
that  of  England  and  Wales,  Tuberculosis  shows  an  increase  in  total  on 
•the  Register  while  no  deaths  wore  reported  from  any  typos  of  this  disease. 

Again  tho  ’.lain  concern  of  tho  Council  h..s  boon  towards  tho 
provision  of  homes  and  to  the  alleviation  of  distress  in  housing.  Such 
services  ancillary  to  this  have  boon  comp  le  *cad. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  teles  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  your  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  loyalty  and  close  collaboration  an 
the  work  of  the  Department  during  tho  course  of  the  year.

Bio 
resultant  of  this  Contra  is  that,  apart  from  the  periodic  influs  of 
porsonnol  to  the  main  villages,  thoro  is  in  addition  a  certain  civilian 
following  associated.

Nig  Sanit  .ry  Inspector  reports  :  - 

This  service  continued  to  bo  available  in  tho  parishes  of 
Shifn.  1  and  Albrighton  and  ‘bo  Council  houses  in  other  parishes  only. 

Tho  obvious  shortcomings  of  this  arrangement  have  been  tho  subject  of 
complaint  from  tine  to  timo . 

TIPS:  Disused  tips  at  Tony;,  Albrighton  and  Shifnal  have  boon  finally 

sealed.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  refuse  has  been  utilised  to 
fill  a  housing  estate  pond  at  Albright on.  This  nothod  of  disposal  has 
proved  uneconomical  since  covering  material  had  to  bo  carted  to  the  site. 

BINS:  Generally  dust  bins  have  boccno  seriously  deficient  and  it  is 

hoped  the  Council's  proposal  to  provide  bins  vail  be  inaugurated  during  ‘bhe 
coming  year.  Defective  and  deficient  bins  have  hindered  tho  smooth  coll¬ 
ection  of  refuse  and  have  boon  a  regular  source  of  complaint  both  by  tenants 
a.nd  bin  men. 


SALVivGij}:  Due  to  transport  difficulties,  a  full  scale  salvage  drivo 

proved  impossible.  By  1948  now  vehicles  should  hsam.  arrived  and  salvngo 
will  thon  receive  tho  desired  attention.  Y/asto  paper  a.nd.  cardboard  has 
boon  collected  from  shops  and  from  a  limited  number  of  local  dumps  and 
dwellings.

PMTAR  SUPPLIES: 

GliCPuiL 

The  District  continues  to  be  dependent  on  several  undertakings 
tho  principal  of  which  is  under  the  control  of  this  Authority.  No  change 
has  been  made  in  these.  Main  e  xtensions  have  boon  undertaken  -  the  largest 

being  a.t  Sheriffhales  providing  and  replacing  a  supply  fcrmlly  obtained 
from.  Onkegatcs  Urban  District  Council.  The  Council  has  prepared  plans 
for  a  major  extension  'bo  Stirohlg  and  further  to  the  Dailey  area,  and,  in 
addition,  the  poor  and  limited  supply  at  Bockbury  will  bo  replaced  by  a 
suitable  service  from  the  main  works  at  Shif nol . 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Authority,  in  collaboration 
with  thoir  neighbours, discussed  tho  possibility  of  joining  together  to 
constitute  a  larger  water  under  talcing  covering  'the  vh  ole  of  the  North  Mast 
Salop  Ar oa .  In  furtherance  of  this  the  services  of  a  Consulting  Mrgincor 

has  boon  onployed  end  work,  in  association  with  the  Technical  Officers  of 
tho  area,  has  boon  in  progress.  It  is  espocted  that  early  in  the  in-coming 
year  a  Report  will  bo  submitted  to  a  joint  authority,  setting  forth  tho 
scope  of  the  scheme  and  the  committments  involved.

Doubtlessly  as  tho  Council  are  so  we  11  aware  of  this  difficulty,  an  early 
opportunity  vri.ll  be  token  to  relievo  the  sludge  congestion.  The  Attendant 
at  Albrighton  has  taken  much  interest  in  his  wo rk  and  the  whole  scheno  has 
taken  a  look  of  per  money  and  order  which  when  fully  developed  will  be 
pleasing  to  the  eye. 

Little  need  be  said  as  to  tho  Shifts.  1  ”'orks,  where  conditions 
remain  unaltered,  but  ag:.in  'the  Council  ar^  fully  aware  of  the  position 
and  tho  steps  which  must  be  token  to  secure  a  workable  plant.
